These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2) The embodiment as shown in figure 9. 

3) The embodiment as shown in figures 12-14. 

4) The embodiment as shown in figures 15. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

discloses a dispenser head 10 including a delivery channel 29, a delivery valve 15, an 
upper part 41 that tilts about a center of rotation 55, and a closure device 23 that 
anticipates claim 1. Consequently, there is currently no allowable general inventive 
concept linking the separate species.
